The highest temperature in the shade at the Adelaide Observatory during the month was 70°'5 on the 11th; and the lowest, 41°5, on 
the 2nd. The mean temperature of the month was 561. 

The greatest range of the thermometer in one day, 272, took place on the 11th, viz., from a maximum of 70°5 to a minimum of 43°+3 ; 
the lowest range, 8°-7, on the 20th. 

ae mean height of the barometer was 30°042 inches; the maximum, 30:248 inches, occurred on the 5th; and the minimum, 29°365 inches, 
on the 31st.
